FrurLassivg, Aug. 18—P. M.—The Emperor
apd Empress of sve French arrived here at &
o'clock this afternoon, and were met at the
railrend depot by the Emperor of Austrin and
his consort, the Archdukes Lndwig Viotor,
William and Frang Oarl, the entire Freoch
Embassy in Vienna, the Prince Holienlohe, and
a very select compapy of visitore. Napoleon,
who was dressed in plain clotnes, appesred hale
and hearty.

Eugenie was dressed in avery short white
skirt, made with a long body, both trimmed
with bluck. The Empresses of France snd Aus-
tria kissed immediately on meeoting, and were
simultaneously presented by their husbands to
the visitors, and vicv versa.

Hearty oheers broke out as the train reached
the station, which was decorated very tastefully
with the flags of both nations. Tone waitiog-
room was resplendent, and exotlc plants from
Vienna aurrounded a magnificent marble statue
of the Austrian Empress,

Over two handred Fréench spies are in Sale-
burg this day. Fifty of them in disguise were
in the depot. This beautiful town, standing in
the middle of an ampbitheatre of bills, will
present tonight a scene of unparalleled grandeur.
Bonfires will be lighted on every mountain
top, fireworks displayed lon every gorge, and im-
penal salutes simultuncously fired from every
jort. Napoleon apd Eveenié remain here until
Monday, Pubiic opinion is yet divided as to
whether the Bulzburg meeting will have a
politieal significntion or not.

THE FLOW OF BULLION,

A Dally Accumuilation in the Loundon
Mouney Markels— Effects of the Specle
Tide.

From the London Times (eily article), Aug. 19,

The dally increasing prospect of along con-
tinuance of the sccumulation of bullion in all
the Buropean money markets falls to produce
the slightest effect upon prices, and consols
have again been inactive to-day at 84) to 94§ for
delivery, and 94§ to 84f for the acconnt. Al
the bank there is an almost total absence of dis-
connt demund, and in the Stock Exchange and
elsewhere it is difficult to obtain even one &er
cent. for the use of floating balances, From the
steadipess of the continental exchanges and the
large arrival of silver by the West India mall, it
is prowable that further amounts of goid will
be sent next week iuto the bunk, where
there has already been an increase of four mil-
lions and & quarter since the beginning of the
year, notwithstanding the lurge orders siready
exeouted for and the call that has always
to be met at this season for the requirementa of
the harvest and for howe and foreign travel, At
the Bank of France the addition to the stock of
bullion gince the 1st of January has been elght
millions sterling, and the total now held is ex-

ietly five times as large as that at the beginolog
of 1 The fact that under these eircumstanoes
the spectacie is presented of foreign States of

all kinds bsing unable to ruise louns, even of
small amonnt, &t seven or elght per cent,, and
of the shares of public companies which still
purport to be earn dividends at rates rang-
ing from five to fifteeu per cent. beine nearly
unealable on soy terms, constitutes a lesson to
matiops and tudividusls on the copsequences of
financial laxity never before entorced on such a
acale,

A brief resume of the poslal money order sys-
tem, a8 conduceted by the United States Govern-
ment, oannot be devold of interest to Lthe publio,
nlthough the great masses of the people are
ignorant of the prineiples upon wihich 1% Is

By Ktem,

It is & system designed to benefit the publie,
a8 woll as Lo ba a souree of a prolific revenae ko
the Government; and for business men, and all
others who wish Lo send smali sams of money
10 a distanee, no scheme has ever been devised
which prnvldad 80 efteclnnlly for a ﬁraut publie
nocwalty, It is virtually impossible for thoas
sands of persons residing In the country to
obtnin bank drafis, and the ox‘}rm companlios
charge exorbitant rates for the transmission
of small sums, Moeny are In the habit of send-
Ing money through the malls in registered
letters; but it cosls twenly cents to have a
letter reglstered, and no security whutever s
guaranteed the remitter, while & mouey order
of any amount from one dollar to Ltwenty can
be procured for ten cents, and for any sum be-
tween twenty and finty dollara for twenily-live
cents, and full secarity for I8 transtmission

gunrnnlead, The grenl advantages of this sys
tem consist in 18 moderale leos nnd Lhe periest
gecurity [t affords agnlnst fennd or loss, This

securily is effeoted by leaving out the uasme of
the peirson 10 whom an order Is payable, o in
the event of its belng stolen or lost by neoldent
in tranaity 4 party 1o lllegal possession cannot

get 1L coshed. Bhould an order bo lost the
vwner cun obtain o duplieate without
delay or ditficeniwy.  SBo avsolute, in [uct,
is the securily afforded remitters of

fandg, that even & postmaster who might #l-
tempt to defraud the Government nf' altering
the amount of an order, or by forgery, 1s morally
certain to be detected. The saperiority of Lthis
system over any other now In existenoe has
been fully demonstrated in Great Britain,
where 1t ins been 1n gueccessful operation for a
number of years, Thesystem was commenced
upon the Ist of November, 184, with one hun-
dred and forty-two ofllees, and It appearson the
B0th of June, 1865, that §1,500,122 had beon Lrans-
mitted, the revenue aceruing from which

amounted to 11,604, Ino 1860 the number of
offices had been lnerensed to four hundred and
seventy-three, and the amonntof bnglness donea
that year amounted 1o an nggregateof 88,977,250,

In his report for the fiseal year of 1807, H, J.
Anderson, Anditor of the Treasury for the Post
Onice Department, stated that the expuriment
hnd evenloated satismeiorlly, having pald all
expenses nod left n surplus in the haods of the
Government.

THE GREAT GOLD CASE.

All That Glitters Is Not Gold—No Offer
to Sell Proven, and the Prisoners Dis~
charged,

The Times of yesterday detalled at length the
operations of four Spaniards and one Mexican,
who were endeavoring to dispose of a gasntity
of matal bars which they representsd to be
Mexican gold, and Insinusted through one of
their nomber that it had besn stolen from
Mexloo. The report of yesterday also stauted
the nrrest of the five men by Rergeant O'Hrien
and Officers Olinton and Wouds, of the Twenty -
ninth Precinet, and their production on Bun-
day before Justice K vlin, sotlng at Jefferson
Market Pollee Court, who remaunded them to
the f:!nll.‘lon House unttl yesterday afternoon at
2 o'clock.

During yesterday morning Sergeant O'Brien
continued his investigation into the uature of
the metal he had captured, and by diut of con-
slderable detective skill not only became eatis-
fied on that point, but also found where and
under what clreumstances it had been mano-
tnctured, After n silence us long continued as
it was prefound and provoking, two of the men
at last admitted not only that the metal was
bogus, but, In response to sume of those per-
sunsive powers with which a Metropolitan de-

tective |8 gifted, they offered to show where the
metal that glitters, and yet s not gold. was
made. The offer wis sccepted, and Officer

Clinton accompanied the men on the mission,
They oame to & halt at the brass founding
establishment of James Gallagher, No,
87 Centre street, near Leonard streel, and
uu inspection of the books showed that some
time ago some Bpaulards called and desired an
amalgam of copper, zing, aud lend, acoording 1o
a formula they presented, to be made into bars,
for which they furnished the pattern. They
wera very particular in thelr (nstructiops, and
the founder, though marvelling at their nlecety
and wondering to what use they could put the
compound in that queer shape, tinlshed the job
at lnst to their satisfaction, and they carrled the
stoff away, When the metal left the founder's

hands it was a dull brown color, aud presented
none of the appeoarance of{guld. ere and
how it put on the gurb of fulse pretense, and

Younng Man Stabbed—Arrest of the Al-

A horrible murder was perpetrated at Hoon-
ton, N, J., on Baturday evaulnf last, and in-
tense excltement is manifested thronghout the
Sinte In conmequence, A young man named
Kean Carroll was found lylng in the street in
that pince on Satardny evening, in adying con-
dition from loss of biood. Young Cnrroll was
only twently-one years of age. Shortly after
being pleked up and carried Into o place of rest,
he died from the result of a stab which he had
recelved. Beforodying bhe sald that one John
Dempaey was the perpotrator of the dead, and
this man was subsequently arresied, The
fnote ecannol yel be definilely ascoriainod,
as the siatements of the dylog man
woere very indefinite and confassad  There
many have been a previous quacrel betwoeen Loe
two or there may bhave woot; 1t Is difficalt o
determine. Bifting ns well a8 we ean Lho state-
ments of the vietim, It appears that he wis
nsspulted by, or entered nlo eonfliot with, nls
antagonlst ou the street In which he was snbye-
quently found, At first, a8 we gather trom Lhe
incoberent story of the young man, It Wwas
hand-to-hnnd struggle with the naked rfists 1n
whileh each strove manfully for the mastery.
From one side of the pavement Lo Lhe olher
they reeled, close locked In each other's arms,
each striving desperntely for the vietory, Then
they burst, or rather staggered, apart, as
though by preconcert, and Carroll saw some-
thing glittering, knife-like, ln his opponent’s
hand, Perhaps he drew, or had already drawn,
gpome weapon In  his own behalf, but
this, at present, 18 not known.
another close and another atruggle, Backwards
and forwards agnin they realed 1o the despera-
tlon of deadly fight, nutil at last the knife of
the strauger was driven luto the side of the
vietim; and the latter waus left, where he was
found, senscless on the sldewnlk.

Fngland.'
sent, Acton Hall, near Long M'ellurd. Suffolk,
instunced as one of the most spleudid private
edifiess in Great Britan, and boasting a ball-
room “which was never onco used) constraoted
atn o..t of £30,000. Norwithstanding hie in-
calcnlable wealth, 50 mepn were the habits of
this eld man that he lived io the underground
story of his great house, permitting, for the
gpace of nearly thirty years, the approach of no
woman, He died unmarried aud ehildless, and
lett no will, The Buroness Howe, daughter of
the celebrated Admiral Lord Howe, took pos-
gesslon of the old man’s property, through a
claim of intermarringe between a memoer of the
Jennings family with that of the Curzone, Ad-
mipistration wus, however, not granted for
eighteen years—a elunifieant fact,

SOWilllam Jennings was the godson of King
William 111, aud served as a page to that
monarch. In connection also witn his family
at this period were Sarab Jenmuogs, alterwards
Duchess of Marlborough; Frauces Jonnings
(her sister), Marchioness of Tyrconnel, wife of
Richard Talbot, the Lord I)eput‘v,- of Ireland for
King Jumes I1; and, little as itis sn‘npuaed—-
Miss Hills, afterwards the famous rival and
suceessor of the Duchess in the affection and
favor of Quren Anpe—Drs, Masham, in realivy
the creator of the fortunes ol Harley, Earl of
Oxlord, Mrs, Masham was & cousin of the
Duchess of Muarlborongh, and was iutroduced
at court by her. Frances, the Marchloness of
Tyreonnel, was, in the days of her distress,
the celebrated *white milliner’ appearing n the
domestic hislory of George 1, and commemo-
rated in & modern comedy, SBoame Jenyns, the
philosopher, and Constantine Jennings (there
are eleven different ways of spelling the name),
the possessor of three fortunes, who, notwith-
standing, died in poverty, in 1818, in the
Rules of the King's Beuch Prison, and who is
known as ‘Dog Jernings,’ on &ccount of his pur-
chuse of ‘Alcibiades’ Dog,’ were also of this
fumily, The supposed figure of ‘Alcibiades’
Dog' cost two thousand guineas, However, the
